We are not to expect continual Succefies, nor 
are we to direct the Almighty in the Difpenfa- 
tions of his Providence; ’tis the Nature of de- 
praved Mankind to grow Wanton under Mer- 
cies, and therefore Afflitions are the greateft 


_ Bleflings when they put us in mind ofeur Du- 
ty; our extraordinary Succe{sin the beginoing 


of the Campaign fhould have taught us other 
means of Pratfing God for fuch fignal Favours 


than by making of Boujires and Firing of Cannon : 


if He goeth not out with our Armies, we had 
as good keep them at Home; and if they mect 
with Profperity,iz is by the Affitance of a Pow- 
ér Superior to that. of humane Force; and if 

fescies received be not the SubjeGts of our 
Praife, we cannot expe& to continue long the 
Objects of Divine Goodnefs; and thus a Ree 
pulfe of this Nature, well Confidered and Ime 
prov’d,may be of greater Advantage to us than 
a fignal ViGory. 

Fhis holds true in Politicks as well as Reli= 
gion, we know better how to troft Men for the 
Future when we have undeniable Evidence of 
their Service: If this Story be true (which God 
forbid) we are aflured of the Defigns and Va» 
nity of thofe Men, who have advanced the No- 
tion of confining National Service to a Party 
under the Reftrictions of Principles in Religion 
or Opinion, without Regard to their Aff: Zion to 
the Intereft and Reputation of their Country. 
Tam not eafily brought iato a Belief, of what 
our High Flyers Report of the Gentlemen. en- 
gaged in that Expedition to Cadiz, of whofe 
Courage and Conduct | had fuch hopes. 
But if the Cafe be fo as is Reported by our com- 
‘mon Enemies, nothing can redound more to 
the Difreputation of our Country, than co fend 
-Men abroad who had before engaged themfelves 
in the Service of their Country by Solemn Tyes 
and Obligations of Oaths of Fidelity to Her 


‘Majefty, confirmed: and ratified by taking the 
‘Sacrament in the Church of England after a 


‘moft Religious manner: Nothing I fay can be 


‘a greater Difgrace to our holy Religion, than

um, but we can’t tell whether the Perfons he 
intended to make ufe of were Employed in this 
Enterprize, and had he been living, the Bui- 
nefs of Talmajh aud the Affair of Dunkirk are 
Inftances, that Prince carried no Charms about 
him againft Treachery; he wasno more iecure 
againft Clandeftine Practices than another Man ; 
and tho he got for us the Golden Fleece of our 
Liberties without the help of a A¢edea, he found 
the Charms of a Aéedea prevalent againft his 
Enterprizes; and perhaps the Witchcraft is cct 
yet over. 1am fure no honeft Engh/hman will 
Refie& upon Her Majefty by reafon of this mif- 
carriage. it was a lawful joft Attempt, and 
if the Soldiery did not comply with the Terms 
of Her Majefties Declaration, it was not the 
fault of the Sender but of the Perfons that were 
fent: And tho’ loft Reputation is the hardeft 
thing in the World to be reftored, yet the 3
